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WASHINGTON (UPI) — ^The United 
States, after months of sticky negotia­ 
tions with Spain, has agreed to lease 
m ilitary bases on Spanish soil for an­ 
other two years. 


Terms of the agreement were dis­ 
closed - Ttmrsday by Sen. J. William 
Fulbright and thQ Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations 
Department officials, 
includ­ 
ing U. Alexis Johnson, undersecretary 
for political affairs. 
Although! the Arkansas Democrat re­ 
fused to disclose exactly how much 
the United States had agreed to pay for 
the right to operate two air bases and 
one submarine base in Spain, he said 
the figure was well below the $175 
million 
offer Washington reportedly 
made several weeks ago. 


There were reports the two countries 
had settled on $50 million over the 
twoyear period and Fulbright said the 
agreement included a loan to the Span­ 
ish government from the Export-Im­ 


port Bank for weapons purchases in 
the United States. 
A formal signing of the leas^ exten­ 
sion was expected within a few days 
unless Congress voices objection to 
it and votes to strike rental funds from 
the foreign aid bill. 
The Spanish government originally 
sought a five-year extension of the ag­ 
reement and asked a total of $1 bill­ 
ion. 
The United States first offered 
$140 million. When officials in Mad­ 
rid reduced their demand to $300 mil­ 
lion, Washington raised its offer to 
$175 million for five years. 
At that point negotiations reached 
an impasse and the agreement, first 
signed in 1953, was extended for six 
months after it expired Sept. 26. When 
that six-month period lapsed Spain told 
the United States to withdraw within one 
year from the bases involved: Torrejon 
and Moron airfields, near Madrid and 
Seville, and the imiK)rtant naval base 
at Rota near Cadiz.

Post-war budget 
cuts ruled out

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Defense 
Department’s comptroller toldCongress 
today that military spending cannot be 
cut back very much after the Vietnam 
war ends without endangering national 
security. 
Robert C Moot said the United States 
must maintain strong postwar defenses 
because of threats posed the Communist 
world. He cited Red China, North Korea, 
the Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia and 
the “ marked increase in Soviet stra­ 
tegic capability,” as well as the Mid­ 
east situation. 
“ Any dialogue on national priority must 
include a recognition of the factors in 
the international environment that in­ 
fluence the security of the U S.,” Moot 
told a Senate-House subcommittee in- 
¿tt-r: f*ng arms spending. 
Former Interior Secretary Stewart 
Udall testified that many domestic pro­ 
grams — Including ways to deal with 
the racial crisis and to stop air and 
water pollution — are as important to the 
national security as rockets and tanks. 
Moot, said the Pentagon budget could 


not be cut significiantly without “ am ira­ 
culously smooth and swift phase down of 
Vietnam operations or a very large cut 
back below pre-war levels,” 
A one-time special assistant to form­ 
er President Lyncton B. Johnson told the 
congressmen it may take a wartime-type 
effort for the nation to provide ade­ 
quate help for the poor, 
Joseph A Califano Jr., now a Wash­ 
ington lawyer, testified that the nation 
must take its commitments at home as 
seriously as it does its foreign com­ 
mitments if it is to survive. 
“ I, for one, would not hesitate to 
further increase taxes to take care of 
these needs,” he told a joint congres­ 
sional subcommittee studying m ilitary 
spending priorities. 
“ It is ironic that the only total comm­ 
itments out nation has been able to make 
have been in times of war. It may well 
be that the only way we can apply the 
material resources necessary to provide 
for the disadvantaged among us is by 
taxation and economic measures that 
approach those we use in time of war,” 
Califano said.

Poles blast Mao: 
Peking hits Russ

MOSCOW (UPI) - While Polish Com- 
munist leader Wladyslaw Gomulka made 
a personal attack today on Chinese Com- 
munist Chairman Mao Tse-tung, Peking 
accused the Russians of a new series 
of armed provocations along the SIno- 
Soviet borders, 


A Peking broad< ast said Communist 
China gave tlie Soviet ambassador in 
Peking a sharply worded note accusing 
the Russians of embarking upon “ delib­ 
erate encroachment” along the frontiers 
and of “ frantic provocation against the 
Chinese people.” 


The note said that since May 12 the 
Soviets had “ incessantly” fired at Chi­ 
nese [lositions in the Ussuri river area 
400 miles north of Vladivostok and had 
sent tanks and troops into Sinkiang prov­ 
ince in far western China in early May, 


The Soviet foreign ministry denied re­ 
ports of new incidents along the border 
and said, “ The Chinese^oviet border is 
absolutely calm.” Spokesman Leonid M, 
Zamyatin made the statement at a news 
conference held in * onnection with the 
current World Congress of Communist 
Parties, 


Gomulka told the conference tliat Mao 
is not an active fighter a^ajnst imperi- 
allsm He and French Communist lead- 
er Walde< к Rochet attacked Red China 
desjilte a motion by President Nicolae 
Ceauses» u of Romania that all delegates 
avoid < ritl' ism of any communist party. 


Gomulka, addressing the second day 
session of the congress, declared it was 
impossible to fight imperialism while 
leading an active anti-Soviet policy, the 
sources said. 


According to these sources, Gomulka’s 
speech was the first blast against the 
Chinese at the long-delayed meeting, 
which is being attended by representa­ 
tives of 75 nations. China is among 
those boycotting the session. 


The China problem was also on the 
minds of other delegates, the sources 
said. They reported that L. Aaron, rep­ 
resentative of the Australianparty, today 
voiced “ certain reservations” about So­ 
viet assessments of the international 
situation and discussed the Slno-Soviet 
dispute as well as Czechoslovakia. 


The sources also reported that Haiti 
Communists told the summit’s first ses­ 
sion Thursday the United States had 
sent 1,000 troops to Haiti to help the 
regime of dictator Francois Duvaiier. 
Jacques Dorcelller, representative of the 
Haitian party, charged that U S. soldiers 
were “ disguised as tourists” and were 
taking part in fights against a partisan 
movement seeking to oust Duvaiier, the 
sources said. 


Dorcelller said resistance to the Hai­ 
tian leader was operating In the north 
of the country and accused the Nixon 
administration of actively “ supporting 
one of the world’s most sinister dicta­ 
torships,” according to the sources.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
blue-ribbon assembly commit­ 
tee today recommended a $1 
billion tax reform program you 
wouldn’t believe. 
Among 
other 
things, 
it 
increases the sales tax by a 
half cent on the dollar, closes 
"rich man” income tax loo­ 
pholes, and hikes taxes for oil 
companies, churches, banks and 
corporations. 
In return, it provides $308 
million for schools, reduces 
homeowners’ property taxes, 
gives renters a break and takes 
over county welfare costs. 
Also included is state income 
tax withholding. 
The proposal is expected to 
encounter 
stiff 
opposition- 
including 
from 
Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, 
who 
is 
adamantly 
against withholding. 
A bi-partisan group of six 
assemblymen—three 
Republi­ 
cans 
and three Democrats— 
came up with the proposal. It 
presented the package today to 
an 
"Assembly 
Revenue and 
Taxation 
Tax 
Reform 
Sub­ 
committee. 
Not all members of the group 
agreed with every aspect of the 
report. But it is expected to 
comprise 
the 
bulk 
of 
an 
"official” Assembly tax reform 
program which the subcommit­ 
tee will write. 
The withholding proposal is 
for mandatory deductions from 
payroll checks—not voluntary, 
as suggested by Reagan. 


The state assumption of all 
county welfare 
costs 
would 
save Sacramento $322 million. 
This, presumably, would reduce 
local property 
taxes. Local 
government, 
however, 
would 
continue to administer welfare 
programs, 
which 
would be 
financed by state and federal 
governments. 


A brand new tax would be 
levied on the income of non- 
religious businesses owned by 
churches. 


The present $750 homeowners 
property tax exemption would 
be increased to $1,500 in 1970-71 
This would provide property tax 
relief worth $234 million. 
There also would be a special 
break for low income renters 
and senior citizens. 


In addition, the state would 
provide 
counties 
about 
$5 
million in partial compensation 
for losses under a new state 
open space land programu 


All this would be financed by, 
among other things, a 10 per 
cent 
increase 
in 
the state 
income tax. 


But two more brackets in the 
income tax rate would be added 
to collect more taxes from high 
wage earners. The total raised 
by the increase is estimated at 
$190 million. 


The tax credit for a married 
couple 
filing a joint return 
would be increased from $50 to 
$60. The credit for children 
would be upped from $8 to $15. 
This would help lower and 
middle wage earners but would 
increase taxes for high income 
taxpayers. 
For a person earning$10,000 
a year and owning a $20,000 
home, the property taxes would 
be reduced by about $100. But, 
after all the other new taxes, 
his total reduction would be 
around $70. 
Approximately $90 million 
would be raised by lowering the 
capital gains write-off from 50 
per cent to 25 per cent. Sources 
said the total state savings 
from closing these income tax 
loopholes would exceed $100 
million. 
The plan also decreases the 
business inventory tax by 15 
per cent at a cost to the state 
of $45 million to $50 million. 
This 
would 
be 
offset 
by 
increasing the bank and corpor­ 
ation tax from 7 per cent to 7 l- 
2 per cent for an increase of 
$40 million to $50 million. 
Under the plan, oil companies 
no longer would be able to take 
a 
straight 27 1-2 per cent 
depletion 
allowance. 
T h e y 
would be permitted to deduct 
only actual operational costs at 
an estimated gain to the state 
of $20 million. 
One area in which the special 
panel 
could not reach unani­ 
mous agreement 
was permis­ 
sion for all cities and counties 
to levy a 5 per cent tax on 
utility bills. 
The proposal devised by the 
special panel was a conglomer­ 
ate of Reagan’s and several 
other 
tax 
reform proposals 
introduced in the Legislature. 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, chair­ 
man of the subcommittee, said 
a full tax bill should be ready 
for 
drafting sometime 
next 
week. 
"W e expect bi-partisan sup­ 
port from the Assembly,” said 
Bagley, chairman of the 
full 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee 
and a member 
of the 
informal panel. 
Work on the omnibus commit­ 
tee bill would preclude action 
on any of the other individual 
tax reform measures in the 
subcommittee. 
This includes 
Reagan’s. 
Meanwhile, Assembly Speak­ 
er 
Robert 
T. 
Monagan, R- 
Tracy, 
appointed 
three new 
members 
to the 15-member 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee. The committee had been 
short three members. 
The new members of the 
committee are Assemblymen 
Robert G. Beverly, R-Manhat- 
tan Beach, Ernest N. Mobley, 
R-Sanger, and Bob Moretti, D. 
Van Nuys. 
All are considered favorable 
votes for the new proposal.

L O N D O N — ( N E A )— If the 
AFL-CIO financed American 
congressmen the way that 
British trade unions pay the 
bills of Labor members of 
Parliament, there would be 
a lot of congressmen in jail, 
and a lot of A FL- C IO offi­ 
cials as their cellmates 
In Britain it is all perfect­ 
ly legal. No fewer than 127 
Labor MPs sit in the House 
of Commons 
through 
the 
courtesy of the 25 different 
unions that sponsor them. 
This amounts to more than 
a third of the present Labor 
government's strength. 
Not only do the lucky 127 
get their election expenses 
paid by the unions, but they 
are given yearly retainers 
to keep them sweetened up. 
The system has become so 
traditional here that no one 
questions it. 
But now the unions are 
threatening to cut off these 
pampered darlings in Parlia­ 
ment without a shilling and. 
in doing so, to wreck Prime 
Minister H a r o I d Wilson's 
Labor 
government. 
Why? 
Because Wilson has dared to 
bring in a bill designed to 
curb unofficial, or wildcat, 
strikes. 
The union outcry against 
this bill has faced the W il­ 
son 
government 
with 
its 
most serious crisis in the 
live years it has been in of­ 
fice. The split has also en­ 
sured a landslide victory for 
the Conservatives at the next 
general election, in the opin­ 
ion of most observers. 
The 
g o v e r n m e n t 
bill 
against which the unions are 
raging empowers the British 
government to order a 28- 
day “ cooling off” period (or 
“ conciliation pause," as the 
British prefer to call it) in 
the case of unofficial strikes. 


“ A toothless mouse," is 
the wav that the Sunday 
Telegraph describes the bill 
But to hear British trade 
union leaders talk, it is a 
snarling, spitting b o b c a t 
piece of legislation, and they 
have vowed to club it to 
death. 


To attempt to reform the 
unions at all has called for 
considerable courage on W il­ 
son’s part, for the British 
Labor party is almost totally 
dependent upon the unions 
for financial support. 


Some idea of the control 
that 
the 
unions 
exercise 
when a Labor government is 
in power can be gained from 
the fact that 27 M Ps are 
sponsored by the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union. 


which picks up the tabs for 
their election expenses. The 
Miners' Union sponsors an­ 
other 24 Labor MPs, while 
the Amalgamated Engineer­ 
ing and Foundry Workers 
has 17 in its vest pocket. 
Whatever other faults he 
has. Wilson is determined 
to streamline Britain’s econ­ 
omy and to bring order out 
of the jungle of its industrial 
relations. In recent months 
this has brought him into 
conflict more and more with 
the trade union movement. 
The final straw came in 
March when Ford workers 
downed tools here in viola­ 
tion of a union contract, and 
in doing so cost Britain $120 
million in lost export orders. 
Exasperated. Wilson ordered 
red-haired Barbara Castle, 
minister of employment and 
productivity, to do something 
about the industrial anarchy. 
The result is the present 
lull before Parliament. 
British trade unions, still 
living m the 19th century, 
keep alive the memory of 
the To!puddle martyrs, who 
were deported to the colo­ 
nies for daring to join a 
union. 
They are still haunted by 
the nightmare of the Taff- 
Vale .Judgment in the House 
of Lords of over half a cen­ 
tury ago, which held that 
unions could be sued for 
damages inflicted on an em­ 
ployer. 


As a result, the doctrine 
has sprung up that the unions 
are somehow above the law , 
and that labor relations are 
not a subject for legislation. 
A survey of other indus­ 
trial countries shows that 
British unions are uniquely 
privileged. 
I N I T E I) STATES: The 
Taft-Hartley Act of 1947 is 
in every r e s p e c t much 
stricter than the proposed 
British 
legislation. 
Among 
the unfair labor practices 
which it prohibits are sec­ 
ondary boycotts, sympathy 
strikes for recognition, juris­ 
dictional strikes. But Amer­ 
ican workers have learned 
to live with Taft-Hartley. A 
sure sign that it works is 
that its most controversial 
provision, empowering the 
president to order an 80-dav 
“ cooling o ff’ period in cases 
where

safety is endangered, has 
been used only 24 times. 
SW ED EN : As far back as 
1928 collective agreements 
between unions and employ­ 
ers were made legally bind­ 
ing. This means that strikes 
and lock-outs, c a l l e d to 
change an agreement, are 
illegal. Strikers can be fined 
up to $45. and the fines taken 
out of their pay packets. But 
when agreements run out the 
strike weapon can be used 
legitimately. 
W E S T G ER M A N Y : C ol 
lective agreements are legal­ 
ly enforceable. Even when

expires, 
a 
strike cannot be called un­ 
til all negotiation procedures 
have been exhausted. Strikes 
can be called only by a 
three-quarters majority ap­ 
proving the action by means 
of secret ballot. Last year 
West Germany lost only 25.- 
000 working days through 
strike action, as compared 
with 
Britain’s 46 million, 
the highest figure for six 
years. 
S W I T Z E R L A N D : The 
Swiss industrial peace plan 
was born more than 30 years 
ago 
in 
the 
Watchmakers’ 
Union and has spread to 
other industries. There is a 
p r o g r e s s i v e conciliation 
process in labor disputes. 
Arbitration is the last step 
but is rarely necessary.

Mark up another sightsee­ 
ing sight-to-see in Florida. 
It’s the latest in the length­ 
ening list that includes such 
old troupers as Cypress Gar­ 
dens, Flipper’s Seaquarium, 
Busch Gardens, the Ringling 
Museum. Silver Springs and 
Weeki Wachee. The new at­ 
traction should be equally 
popular among the growing 
numbers who romp about the 
state in the summer. 


Why not: 
• The largest manmade 
s t r u c t u r e in the world 
(VAB)? 
• The jump-off place for 
the moon? 
Until a few months ago it 
was one of the most re­ 
stricted land areas in the 
world. Now the sprawling 
space port at Cape Kennedy 
is open to the public. 
In fact, the Space Adminis­ 
tration (NASA) and the Air 
Force are eager for taxpay­ 
ers to get an idea how their 
money is being spent. 
Greyhound is the host. Its 
buses glide t h r o u g h the 
space port every few hours 
starting each day at 8. 
Leave the driving to them. 
(Only on Sunday can you 
drive in yourself.) Park your 
car and depart from the 
NASA Visitors Information 
Center, three miles south of 
Titusville and five miles east 
of Highway U .^ ^ . This is 
about halfway iW^oen M i­ 
ami and Jacksonville.

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Tearful Namath tells retirement 
after edict over bar ownership

NEW YORK (UPI}->Joe Na­ 
math, star quarterback of the 
world champion New York Jets, 
announced his retirement from 
pro football today rather than 
bow to an ultimatum from pro 
football 
commissioner

one-third interest in a night­ 
club. 


Namath, 26, five-year Ameri­ 
can Football League veteran 
who led the Jets to a stunning 
upset over the Baltimore Colts 
last January, has been bothered 
by 
chronically ailing knees 
throughout his pro career but 
made little mention of them in 
his announcement. 


The 
former University of 
Alabama star announced his 
retirement in a news confer­ 


ence at the nightclub which 
figured in Rozelle’s order. 
Namath, crying while making 
his 
stunning 
announcement, 
was surrounded by 200 report­ 
ers, 
radio 
and 
television 
newsmen, 
who 
had 
been 
summoned 
to 
the 
nightclub 
(Bachelors III). 
Dressed in a blue windbreak- 
er and blue shirt open at the 
neck, the Jets’ star said he was 
given a choice by Rozelle to sell 
his business or be suspended. 
Namdth said Rozelle told him 
his nightclub had been under 
surveillance by the FBI and 
was considered a hangout for 
“ certain undesirables.” 
“ I can’t accept this,” the 
teary-eyed quarterback said. 
“ Pm innocent, but because I’m 
a football player, I am being 


forced to do something against 
my wishes. I am not or ever 
was associated with gamblers 
but that doesn’t seem to make 
any difference. 


“ I talked this over with my 
friends and gave this more 
thought than anything else in 
my life, and I feel retiring is 
the only right thing to do.”

As a field of em ploym ent, 
m usic perfo rm an ce has been 
overcrow ded for m any y ears 
and is expected to rem ain 
so through the 
1970s. 
An 
estim ated 162,000 m usicians 
w ere em ployed in 1967. m ost 
recent y ear of record 


O pportunities for concerts 
and recitals are not n u m er­ 
ous enough to provide ad e­ 
quate em ploym ent 
for all 
the pianists, violinists and 
other in stru m en talists q u a l­ 
ified as concert a rtists. C om ­ 
petition is keen for positions 
which afford stability of e m ­ 
ploym ent. 
B ecause of the ease with 
which a m usician can enter 
priv ate m usic teaching, the 
num ber of m usic teach ers 
has been and probably will 
continue to be m ore than 
sufficient to give instruction 
to all the young people seek­ 
ing lessons. 


Although many opportuni­ 
ties for single and short-term 
engagements playing popu­ 
lar m u s i c in night clubs, 
theaters 
and 
other 
places 
can be expected, the supply 
of qualified musicians seek­ 
ing such jobs is likely to re­ 
main greater than the de­ 
mand. 


A shortage of highly q u a l­ 
ified church o rg an ists m ay 
p ersist in m any com m unities 
during the next few y e a rs; 
first-class, experienced a c ­ 
co m panists and w ell-trained, 
outstanding 
p l a y e r s 
of 
s t r i n g e d in stru m en ts are 
•ikelv to rem ain relatively 


scarce and public school sy s­ 
tem s will probably continue 
to need m ore fully qualified 
m usic teach ers and su p er­ 
visors. 
Em ploym ent opportunities 
for perfo rm ers are expected 
to increase slightly over the 
long run. Although the num ­ 
ber ot civic o rch estras in 
sm aller com m unities 
h a s 
been grow ing steadily, m ost 
ot these o rch estras provide 
only part-tim e em ploym ent 
for m usicians who w o r k 
chiefly in other occupations. 
M oreover, the openings c re ­ 
ated by the establishm ent of 
these orch estras have been 
m ore than offset by the d e­ 
cline in opportunities in the 
th eater, radio, m otion pic­ 
tures and other p l a c e s , 
which has resulted in part 
from the greatly increased 
use of recorded m usic. 
The 
num ber 
ot 
schools 
w ith m usic p r o g r a m s is 
grow ing 
steadilv. 
and 
in­ 
terest in m usic as an av o ca­ 
tion is also rising, as ev i­ 
denced 
by 
the 
increasing 
sales 
of 
m usical 
in stru ­ 
m ents. T hus, over the long 
run an increase ta n be e x ­ 
pected in the em ploym ent of 
elem en tary 
and 
secondary 
school m usic teach ers and 
also in the teaching staffs 
of 
college 
and 
university 
m usic schools and co n serv a­ 
tories of m usic. 
M a il y conservatories of 
music and college and uni­ 
versity schools of music of­ 
fer four-year programs lead­ 
ing to a bachelor's degree in 
music 
education. 
Students 
who 
complete 
these 
pro­ 
gram s can qualify for the 


state certificate required for 
elementary 
and secondary 
school positions. Conserva­ 
tories and collegiate music 
s c h o o l s also frequently 
award the degree of bache­ 
lor of music to students who 
major 
in 
instrumental 
or 
vocal music. The four-year 
program leading to either 
of 
these 
degrees 
provides 
not only training as a per­ 
former 
but 
also 
a 
broad 
background in musical his­ 
tory 
and 
theory, 
together 
with 
some 
liberal 
a r t s 
courses. Advanced degrees 
are usually required for col­ 
lege teaching positions, but 
exceptions may be made for 
especially weli-qualified art­ 
ists. 
M usicians who w ere m em ­ 
bers of one of the 26 m ajor 
sym phony o rch estras in the 
U nited States in 1967 had an 
av erag e annual salary of $6,- 
900. according to the A m er­ 
ican 
Sym phony 
O rchestra 
League, Inc. The av erage 
season was 37 w eeks in 1967, 
although the New York and 
Boston sym phonies had 52- 
and 50-week seasons, resp ec­ 
tively. In stru m en talists who 
w ere m em bers of sm all e n ­ 
sem bles reportedly received 
as m uch as $200 a concert. 
Those who played in dance 
bands w ere paid from $60 
to $300 a week in 1967, a c ­ 
cording to the lim ited 
in­ 
form ation available. 


The sa larie s of p u b l i c 
school m usic teach ers are 
d eterm in ed 
by 
the 
salary 
schedule 
adopted 
lor 
all 
teach ers. H ow ever, they fre ­ 
quently supplem ent t h e i r 
earn in g s by giving priv ate 


m usic 
lessons 
and 
taking 
church positions. 
E arnings 
from priv ate teaching are 
very uncertain and vary a c ­ 
cording 
to 
the 
m u sician ’s 
reputation, the num ber of 
teach ers in the locality, the 
num ber of students desiring 
lessons 
and 
the 
econom ic 
statu s of the com m unity. 


M ost m usicians who play 
professionally belong to the 
A m erican F ederation of M u­ 
sicians (AFL-CIO). Concert 
soloists also belong to the 
A m erican Guild of M usical 
A rtists. Inc. (AFL-CIO).

W hen South shows just one 
ace. North realizes that he 
is flying b l i n d in a fog. 
Some North players might 
look at those two little hearts 
and settle for five, others 
would go to six on the theory 
that South would have to 
have the king of hearts or 
that a heart might not be led. 
An expert would not use 
Blackwood with the North 
hand He would simply raise 
the two-spade bid to three 
to see what South would do 
next. Of course, he wouldn’t 
worry about the bidding dv- 
ing below game.

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Hard road ahead 


More than a week has passed since the Santa Barbara County 
Water Agency took action that forwarded the feasibility report 
on the Lompoc Narrows Dam project to the federal level. 
Many, 
many more weeks will pass, months in fact, before 
further concrete decisions are made toward the success of this 
project so vital to our Valley. 
The report now starts a long review. In its final form, it is 
forwarded to the Commissioner of Reclamation in Washington; 
to the Secretary of Interior who in turn forwards it for com­ 
ment to all interested federal government agencies; to the state 
of California for review by the Governor and interested state 
agencies and finally to Congress for hearings and authoriza­ 
tions. 
During this long course of action, it is conceivable that the 
validity of the report as it now stands will continually come un­ 
der attack and erosion by the apparent foes of the project 
in this area and elsewhere. 
This community is to be congratulated for displaying unequiv­ 
ocal support of this important project. This cohesiveness must 
be 
maintained through the long weeks aixl months ahead 
for many humble reasons. 
This community and Valley are only being humble in re­ 
questing, according to a 12-year-master-plan for county water 
resources, what is ri^tfully ours. 
We are only being humble in expecting our County authori­ 
ties to respect our request to share in county growth and 
prosperity, 
rather than becoming a blighted and dormant

economic 
area of our county, 
bereft of life-giving and 
poison-free water. 
We are only being humble to expect our fellow County citi­ 
zens of other areas, who prosper and enjoy the water from 
the County’s Santa Ynez River, to respect the pxDrtion of what 
is rightfully ours. 


We are only being humble after years of paying our share of 
taxes for Cachuma and Twitchelldams, toaskfcr not just water 
which we agree to pay for, but also flood control and recreation­ 
al facilities of inestimable benefit to county tax rolls and all of 
Southern California. 
We are only being humble when we point to Vandenberg Air 
Force Base and its missile capabilities, our first line of de­ 
fense, in asking for water and flood protection for this vital 
facility. 


We are only being humble when we petition for early approv­ 
al of our project, knowing full well the unknown time element 
and costs of other alternatives. 
We must not despair but must be constantly alert in the suc­ 
ceeding time span. We must sensibly devise compromises tem­ 
pered with fact; reasoning less emotion; understanding with 
patience; pleadings with logic. 
This is the hard road ahead, a hard road which will be made 
much easier with the continual community display of enthusi­ 
asm and support of a project so vitally needed for the very 
future of our area. 


i t Child beating” 


In the past few months there has been 
a flurry of so-called child beating cases 
involving parents and their children. I 
say so-called because invariably they fall 
in what is recognized as a gray area: 
in the dividing area between what is 
permissible and acceptable in the way of 
parental 
discipline and the traumatic 
whipping that in fact injures the child. 
Everyone 
would 
agree with this as­ 
sessment in princi­ 
ple, 
but 
the law 
makes no distinction. 
Thus we 
have this 
flurry of cases re­ 
sulting in a train of 
events that includes 
the stigma of arrest, 
booking, bail, the hir­ 
ing of an attorney 
and court appearanc­ 
es. Many of those arrested are booked 
on felony charges, initially, but later go 
to court on a reduced misdemeanor 
charge. 
Any way you look at it everyone in­ 
volved has suffered. Too often the ar­ 
rest is triggered by a neighbor or an 
angry spouse who react without thinking 
of this rather permanent result. They 
call police and the wtole fabric falls 
in place. 
In all fairness it should be noted that 
the police are in the middle. They have 
no choice in many cases except to make 
an arrest. The district attorney, also 
does his best to flag those cases which 
in his opinion lack the kind of evidence 
that would support charges in court. 
Here is a suggestion: (And remember 


we’re talking about parents who for the 
most part work every day, pay their bills 
and more often than not take a dim view 
of juvenile delinquency.) Why not merely 
refer a particular case to the juvenile 
department and if the evidence warrants, 
there can be a conference with the par­ 
ent or parents. This would eliminate 
the initial imposition of the felony book­ 
ing — most of them will be reduced to 
misdemeanors when they come to court 
anyway — and in the interest of justice 
the procedure would also eliminate most 
of the bookings and charges of a mis­ 
demeanor character. 
I’m not talking about incidents in which 
a child is so obviously mauled as to re­ 
quire hospitalization; or on the other 
hand the oi№ case that resulted in (teath 
to a small child (in this case it was a 
foster child). 
Many parents have told me about inci­ 
dents that provoked whippings that verg­ 
ed on child beating. In my own case, I 
almost went off the deep end on one oc­ 
casion with my boy. I discovered he had 
been skipping school with a classmate 
and the discovery so infuriated me that 
whipped him for the only time in our re- 
lationship. I didn’t whip him, I beat him. 
There were no real bruises, but I want 
to tell you I worked him over pretty good, 
all the while lecturing him about the value 
of education and the privilege it was to 
go to school. If there had been any on­ 
lookers similar to some people I kiK)w, 
I’d probably have been arrested and the 
whole bit. As it was my son and I both 
agreed when the heat of battle had died 
down that skipping school was not right 
and well, the whipping had been a human

Testing ground 


BOSTON — “ I have not yet struck 
out of my will the bequest for Harvard 
but this is to serve notice on you that 
I am reserving judgment until I see the 
outcome of some of the issues before 
you.” 
In the hundreds of 
letters flooding in on 
Harvard’s President 
Nathan Pusey from 
Alumni 
indignant 
over the recent turm­ 
oil, the above para­ 
graph is almost a 
& 
stock beginning. For 
W 
alumni across the 
country Harvard is a 
religion 
and their 
devout offering have built up the Harv­ 
ard endowment to more than a billion 
dollars. The faithful today see their re­ 
vered institution threatened by heretical 
change and they mean to stop the money 
supply unless the heresy is expunged. 
One thing tl№y object to stenuously is 
a decision reflecting the black-white con­ 
frontation that is a sign of the times not 
only in most universities but at every 
level of American life. Responding to the 
demands of Harvard’s black students, 
about 600 in an enrollment of 15,000 
when the specialized schools are includ­ 
ed, the administration gave black repre­ 
sentatives a voice on a committee selec­ 
ting faculty for a black studies program. 
While the selections can be overruled 
by a higher body, this means in tl№ end 
passing the buck to Pusey who has enough 
troubles without that one. 
For many alumni and, for that matter, 
many faculty members the concession, 
even though it is to run for only two 
years, seems a dangerous precedent 
threatening the independence of the teach­ 
ing staff. But those who took the deci­ 
sion in the tension immediately follow­ 
ing the April upheaval were faced with a 
fact and not a theory. And they believe 
Harvard is strong enough to come through 
without any serious damage. 
Whether that is true of other institu­ 
tions of learning with far less wealth and 
far more vulnerable to attack is ques­ 
tionable. Emerson College here in Bos­ 
ton is a case in point. A small college 
specializing in speech and the arts, 
Emerson, like numerous independents 
around the country, relies almost entire­ 
ly on tuition and fees for operating costs. 
In a black crisis last month serious 
damage was narrowly averted. 
Out of Emerson’s 1,200 enrollment 29 
are blacks. Half of them formed Eboni, 
Emerson Black Organization With Natur­ 
al Interests. They presented 10 “ pro­ 
posals” which later became demands to 
President Chapin. The demands included 
a black recruiter for admissions, a 
course in black history and culture to 
be required of all students, “ soul food” 
to be served in the dining room twice a 
month, the birthdays of Malcolm X and 
Martin Luther King Jr. to be school 
holidays. Chapin, a former assistant 
dean of the Harvard Business School, 
granted in modified form some of the 
demands, including two blacks and two 
whites with an equal voice on the ad­ 
missions policy committee. 
On May 9 Eboni members with 10 
non-students, three of whom were identi­ 
fied as Black Panthers, came to Chapin’s 
office to get a final answer to all their 
demands, Thelrway was barred by whites 
supporting the president. At a critical 
moment someone sounded the Black Pan­ 
ther cry, an eerie invocation to trouble. 
Only quick thinking by Chapin, admitting 
the blacks, quieting the whites and leaving 
his office to the occupiers, prevented 
what would almost certainly have been 
serious violence and destruction. With 
the great majority of the school support­ 
ing the president, the crisis subsided, 
although with no assurance that it will 
not be precipitated in the fall. 
Tactics such as those applied at Emer­ 
son are alienating not only white students 
who start out, as a recent Gallup Poll 
showed, with a deep sense of the in­ 
justices in American society, but they 
are having a damaging effect on the clvU 
rights movement. The moderates among 
me blacks, the preponderant majority, 
are paying the penalty. In the universi­ 
ties they are being told by the mili­ 
tants, you’d better be with us or else. 


One of the five deans thrown out of 
University Hall in April was a Negro, 
the member of his race achieving the 
highest status in Harvard’s administra­ 
tive hierarchy. In fact, Assistant Dean 
Archie C. Epps III was tossed out twice, 
the second time after he had returned 
to challenge the occupiers who were 
pushing out dean of students Robert B. 
Watson. Epps believes Harvard is on the 
way to solving the black-white divide with 
an expanded African studies program and 
creation of a center of Afro-American 
culture. 
But he is pessimistic once he looks 
beyond the Harvard yard. The most 
militant and often the ablest black lead- 


ers are those driving for a separate 
black community. With the failure to 
move massively on the ills of a divided 
society — jobs, education, rebuilding the 
ghettos — Negro moderates who believe 
in a multiracial society find themselves 
gravely handicapped. And with a back­ 
lash in the great white majority, Epps 
says in his soft voice, the outcome in 
the years ahead would be apartheid, 
separatism, enforced by white power. 
The university is a testing ground. 
The confrontation on the campus is a 
forecast of what is likely to happen in 
the outside world.
